REMARKS 

Claims 1-4 and 6-9 are allowed. Claims 10-11, 13-14, 16, 20-21, 24-26, 28 and 30 stand 
rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 103(a) as being unpatentable over United States Patent Publication 
2003/0079154 by Park et al. (hereinafter Park) in view of United States Patent Publication 
2002/0078207 by Iwamoto (hereinafter Iwamoto) and in further view of United States Patent 
Publication 2005/0114609 by Shorb (hereinafter Shorb). Claims 12, 22, and 29 stand rejected 
under 35 U.S.C. § 103(a) as being unpatentable over Park in view of Iwamoto, Shorb, and United 
States Patent Publication 2003/0187859 by Belov (hereinafter Belov). Claim 17 stands rejected 
under 35 U.S.C. § 103(a) as being unpatentable over Park in view of Iwamoto, Shorb, and United 
States Patent Number 5,291,490 to Conti et al. (hereinafter Conti). Claims 18 and 19 stand 
rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 103(a) as being unpatentable over Park in view of Iwamoto, Shorb, 
and United States Patent Number 6,018,810 to Olarig (hereinafter Olarig). 

Applicants request the cancellation of claims 10-14, 16-22, 24-26, and 28-30 and the 
issuance of allowed claims 1-4 and 6-9. Should additional information be required regarding the 
issue the allowed claims, Examiner is respectfully asked to notify Applicants of such need. If 
any impediments to the prompt allowance of the claims can be resolved by a telephone 
conversation, the Examiner is respectfully requested to contact the undersigned.
